of a series of cream and poultry co- 
operative marketing associations by 
the Kentucky Farmers' Inlon, were 
taken Saturday afternoon at a mass 
meeting of furmcrs which was held at 
the courthouse for the purpose of out- 
lining the project. K. L. Harrison stale 
president j ' H. C. Pierce, director of 
produce; J. 1). (lark, W, U. Swnnson. 
representative from the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, and Hon. W. C 
Hannu, slate commissioner of agri- 
culture were the chief speakers. 

The two associations to be organ- 
ised, the Farmers' Union Cream As- 
sociation and tho Fanners' Inlon 
Poultry Association will bundle the 
output from Mason, I^wls, Fleming 
Robertson and llracken counties 
More than 1,000 contracts, compiled 
by the union will he distributed. 

These contracts embody the besi 
Ideas of tho largest co-operative dalr> 
and poultry associations In the t'nlted 
States, such as tho Central California 
Poultry Producers' Associations 
Poultry Producers of Southern Cali- 
fornia and New Jersey. The cream 
contracts are similar to thoso used by 
the New York State Dairymen's Co- 
operative Association which has a 
membership of 6O.000. 

An organization committee was se- 
lected to canvass the producers to see 
who will Join the proposed associa- 
tions. Hie produce handled will be 
shipped to Itoston, New York and Phil 
adelphla. Mr. Pierce said It Is belloved 
thst the farmers In these counties will 
benefit by some $60,000 a year, by sell- 
ing direct to the consumer thus elim- 
inating the speculator. 

A central shipping station will N 
established at Maysvillo, with sub 
stations at each county seat of th« 
other courses comprising the dis- 
trict. Central stations also will be 
established at Howling Oressi. Cmnp 
bnllsvllle. Franklin. Glasgow and at 
several points In the llluegrass. With 
the establishment of the first central 
shipping stations, others will be or- 
ganised by members of the Farmers' 
Union In Clark. Scott. Fayette. Jessa- 
mine, Harrison. Woodford and> Mont- 
gomery counties. 

The five counties. Mason, I,pwls 
Brncktn, Fleming and Robertson, art 
the largest producers of cream am* 
poultry In the state and are being or- 
ganized first for this reason. . 

The Maysvillo creamery will hand!" 
In a year approximately 800.000 
pounds of butter, which will bring in 
tho neighborhood Of $210,000. accord 
Ing to Mr. Pierce It will handle olsr 
about RO0.OOO pounds of condensed 
i butter milk, which at 3 cents n pound 
*lll bring $24,000. he snld. 

Approximately 200,000 hens will 
produce 11.H20 eggs In a year, which 
will be shipped to Eastern mnrkots. 
About 200,000 hens Will be sold, whfol 
together with the eggs will bring more 
thnn $tno.000. Mr. Pierce said.

JOHN W. YERKES 
DIED ON FRIDAY AT 
HIS DANVILLE HOME 

Prominent Republican Dies After 
Long Illness— Bad Been Cnllod 
Stntc* Commissioner of 
Intornul Revenue. 

Danville. Ky., June 24. — John Wat- 
son Yerkes, former United States 
Commissioner of internal Revenue 
and widely known Republican politi- 
cal leader, died at his home here Fri- 
day afternoon after an extended Ill- 
ness. Ills condition gradually grew 
worse until 2 :10 o'clock when the end 
came. 

For many years he had been promi- 
nently Identified with the legal, edu- 
cational, commercial and industrial 
Interests of his town and state. 

John Watson Yerkes was born nt 
Lexington, Kentucky. April 1. 1854. 
He was the son of Rev. Stephen 
Yerkes, D. D. a minister In the Pres- 
byterian church, who was born In 
Bucks county. Pennsylvania. June 27. 
1817, and died nt Danville. Kentucky. 
March 28, 1896. The mother of John 
Watson Yerkes was Amanda Lovell, 
daughter of William and Henrietta 
Lovell. of Baltimore, Maryland. 

John Wntson Yerkes graduated at 
Centre College, Kentucky, In 1873. 
when he received the degree of A. B.. 
and In 1876 Hint of A. M. After leav- 
ing college he entered on the study of 
law at tho I«aw Department of the 
University of Michigan, and was grad- 
uated there In 1877, receiving the de- 
gree of Lit B. Immediately there- 
after he engaged In the practice of his 
profession nt Danville, and was ap- 
pointed Registrar In Bankruptcy. 

Mr. Yerkes early became promi- 
nently identified with the legal, edu- 
cational, commercial and Industrial in- 
terests of this town and stale. He »a> 
president of the first State Commer- 
cial and Industrial Convention held at 
Louisville, and was a commissioner to 
the Columbian and Atlanta Exposi- 
tions. He served as Master In Chan- 
cery from 1888 until 1002. and in 1897 
was appointed Collector of Intornnl 
Revenue for the Eighth District "f 
Kentucky by President McKlnley, who. 
fn December, 1900, appointed him 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue nt 
Washington. D. C, which position he 
continued to hold under President 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Yerkes was a Republican both 
by Inheritance and choice. He war 
chairman of tho Republican State 
Committee of Kentucky from 1891 
until 1896, and occupied that position 
when the state elected Its first Re- 
publican Governor, secured control of 
the Legislature, and increased Its rep- 
resentation In Congress and on the 
Stole Court of Appeals bench. He 
was three times elected member of the 
Republlenn National Committee from 
Kentucky. 

In 1900 Mr. Yerkes was unanimous- 
ly nominated for Oovernor by the 
largest stato convention ever held by 
his party In Kentucky, and although it 
was a Presidential year, and therefore 
brought out the entire Democratic 
vote, he was defeated by only S.R00 
votes, leading the Republican electoral 
ticket by 3.000. and receiving nearly 
40,000 more votes Mian any Republican 
nominee for Governor ever received, 
up to that time.

Witnesses Are Summoned to Appear 
Before Lewis County Magistrate to 
Testify In Examination of Ma- 
son County Woman. 

An examining trial will be given 
Mrs. Nancy A. Soister, mother of Mrs. 
Dewey Sweet, who is charged with the 
death of an infant born to Mrs. Sweet, 
the 'body of which infant was found In 
a deserted well on a farm In the Trin- 
ity neighborhood two weeks ago. 

Sheriff C. M. Devore went to the 
Sprlngdale neighborhood Saturday 
morning to summons witnesses to ap- 
pear before 'Squire Q. V. Truesdell at 
Hoop School House at Trinity on Mon- 
day morning at 10 a*c!ock foj the ex- 
amination. 

Evidence in this examination is ex- 
pected to bring to light the truth or 
falsity of fie very serious charge 
against the Jw-lngdale v/sjman, who Is 
charged witif^erniitting. by neglect, 
the death of an infant born to her 
daughter, then unmarried. It lg un- 
derstood that the Commonwealth will 
•ndeavor to go into all phases of the 
case very thoroughly in an attempt to 
learn who is responsible for the baby's 
denth and who placed Its little body, 
wrapped in an eld stick, In the well on 
•he farm where the Soister family for- 
merly lived. 

Officials say that the father, Tom 
Soister. knew about the babys body bo- 
'ng In thp well for when he sold the 
farm upen which the well was located, 
he Informed the purchaser that the 
well wa'er was unfit for drinking and 
on several occasions warned him 
al>out using the old well. 

Both Mr. Soister and his son-in-law, 
Dewey Sweet, were in Maysville Sat- 
urday to obtain counsel to defend the 
case. Members of the family contend 
that the charge is a "frame-up" by 
neighbors and that they will be en- 
abled to prove their innocence while 
the officials believe, beyond a doubt, 
they have solved the mystery of the 
'tabe-ln-the-well.

GERMAN FOREIGN 
MINISTER KILLED 
OY ANASSASSIN 

Foreign Minister in Cabinet Is Slain 
Hy Pi..toi Shot Fired From 
Automobile— Assassin 
Escapes. 

Berlin, June 24. — Walter Rathenau, 
Cerman foreign minister, was assass- 
inated today. 

He was shot dead in the Gruenwald 
while on his way to his office. The 
shot was fired by a man in a motor 
oar. The assassin first hurled a hand 
grenade and then opened fire with a 
revolver. He made a clean getaway. 

Rathenau was cne of the most pow- 
erful men In the German government 

It was he who conducted the nego- 
tiations with the Russians at Genoa 
which led to the Gcrman-Russian 
treaty reopening trade and relations 
between the two countries. 

L'pon his return to Berlin after tho 
Genoa conference ,he was criticized by 
some elements for dealing with the 
Soviet reprc sentatives. 

Rathenau always was considered 
Germany's leading expert on recon- 
struction matters and war foreign 
minister In the former Wirth minis- 
try. When th's . abinet was reformed 
last winter Rathenau was made acting 
foreign minlEter.

Washington. — "For the encourage- 
ment of thrift, the Treasury Depart- 
ment 1b now offering the most attract- 
ive security ever offered by the gov- 
ernment to small savers," declares the 
Itepublcnn Publicity Association. 
"These securtlties in small amounts, 
are sold at a price which, at the end of 
five years, gives the investor a return 
of 5 per cent. Interest year year. This 
is done by allowing a rate of 4* per 
cent, but compoundug it semi-annual- 
ly. This security should be attractive 
to people who are saving for the fu- 
ture rather than seeking an income for 
curren expenditure. The sales of these 
securities, known as Treasury Savings 
Certificates, series 1922, had reached 
|2S,lV4.000 at the end o fthe first 
quarter of the year, of $2,000,000 more 
than the sales of War Savings Certifi- 
cates for the entire year of 1921. 

"There are several reasons for the 
four-fold ncrease In the popular mar- 
ket for 'baby bonds.' The tde of pros- 
perity thai set in a few mouths a«o 
and the consequent enhanced purchas- 
ing power o fthe individual is respon- 
sible for the absorption of many of 
those securities, but the new policies 
of the Republican Administration 
should be credited with most of the 
awakened public interest in this form 
of investment. Durng the war the 
Democrats had worked out a schema , 
by wheh Thrift Stamps sells: for i 
I'd cents. exchan;#il)le for V&r Sav- 
ing Stamps selling for fronr$4.12 up j 
according to date of purchase. The \ 
latter stamps are redeemable at the 



end of fire yean for $5 «-ach, repre- 
senting a return or 4 per cent., com- 
pounded quarterly, on the Investment. 
The sale of those securities was al- 
lowed to continue until December of 
last year when Secretary Mellon put 
the present plnn into effect. 

"Thrift stamps and War Savings 
Stamps are no longer sold. Instead, 
the public is offered an Investment in 
the shape of Treasury, Savings Cer- 
tificates, selling for $20. $80 and $800 
each. They/ are redeemable in five 
yours for $25, $100, and $1,000, respec- 
tively, showing a return of 4H per 
cent, compouuded semi-annually. In 
addition, there is offered a Treasury 
Savings Stamp for $1. They do not 
bear interest, but when 20 of them 
have been collected they may be ex- 
changed for a Certificate. Under the 
t Id system no person could buy more 
than $100 worth of stamps at one time, 
nor own more than $1,000 worth at 
one time. Secretary Mellon has re- 
moved all restrctlons on the amount 
of sales, except that a lmlt of $5,000 
has been placed on the amount of any 
series thnt a single individual may 
hold. 

"The Postofllce Department is work- 



ins In closo co-operation with the 
Treasury in familiarising the people 
with the new opportunity for thrifty 
Investment. Ten-cent postal Savings 
stamps, and nil postal savings depos- 
its, may be exchanged fo rthe Treas- 
ury Savings Certificates. Certificates 
and Savings Stamps are on sale at 
practically all postofllce and banks, or 
may be bought direct from the Treas- 
ury at Washlngtn. This Is the first 
year and the new securities have been 
available for purchase, an dthe eager- 
ness with which they have been taken, 
as compared with the purchases of the 
former baby bonds, Is testimony to the 
sound Judgment of the Treasury of- 
ficials."

$5,000 IS LIMIT 
OF SALARY SHERIFF 
MAY RECEIVE 

Bat This Sum U Independent of the 
Amount* 1'aJd to Deputies and As- 
sistants the Court of Appeals 
Held on Friday. 

A Frankfort dispatch says: 
The section of the slate constitution 
limiting salaries of sheriffs and other 
county officials to a maximum of ?5.- 
000 a year from the fees collected is 
mandatory and does not require legis- 
lation action to make it operative, the 
Court of Appeals held Friday. 

It reversed a judgment of the Fay- 
ette circuit court holding that Paul E. 
Shipp did not have the right to sue J. 
Walter Rodes and T. C. Bradley and 
others for an accounting for fees they 
collected during their terms in office 
in Fayette county In excess of $5,000. 

Mr. Shipp in November, 1921, sued 
Mr. Rodes and Mr. Bradley, both for- 
mer sheriffs, to recover fees in excess 
of the expenses of their office and 
$5,000 a year salary. 

The lower court held that Mr. Shipp 
did not have the right to sue because 
he had not made a demand on the fis- 
cal Court of the county that it bring 
the suit. 

The general rule is that a taxpayer 
before he files sutt must make a de- 
mand on the fiscal court and that it 
be refused, the court said. But In this 
case It is to be presumed that the fis- 
cal court had knowledge of the fact 
that fees paid officials were in excess 
of the constitutional limitation and 
that therefore they could not be ex- 
pected to impeach their own actions 
and Mr. Shipp did not need to make 
the demand. 

"The sheriff is allowed ten per cent, 
commission on the first $5,000 of taxes 
collected for the state and county and 
four per cent, on all over this sum to- 
gether with fee for certain other serv- 
ices," said the court "Obviously his 
right to retain these commissions and 
fees as salary is subject to the agree- 
ment that he shall not receive over 
$5,000 per annum as compensation for | 
his official services. Independent of a 
corps of legally authorized deputies 
and assistants.
